SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee, having attended tothe duties 
of his office, respectfully submits to the town, the following Report: 

That great public interest, which can hardly be surpassed by any 
other, and which should be among the Jast and the deas¢ to suffer in times 
of public calamity and embarrassment, the interest represented in the 
common schools of the town, has received, during the year past, a com- 
mendable degree of attention, and been attended with a proportionate de- 
gree of prosperity. Asa general thing the Prudential Committee were 
successful in their endeavors to select good Teachers; and as a conse- 
quence, the schools were successful. The exceptions have been fewer and 
Jess marked than usual. Committees, in several instances, evinced their 
wisdom by employing again teachers who had previously taught succes- 
fully, the same school. Those teachers who have excelled, should be re- 
membered, and their services, if possible secured again. 

We will briefly notice the Districts separately in order. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This is a very small school, numbering but eight scholars, and all in the 
first rudiments of learning; but these eight have as strong a claim for 
instruction, and the privileges of the school, as any eight in the largest 
districts. That claim should not be overlooked. 

There was a school of twelve weeks in the summer taught by Miss 
Mattie J. Cotting. This was her first attempt at teaching, and may be 
rezarded as quite successful. Her little scholars made very manifest im- 
provement. 


No winter school. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 

The higher department ot this school, summer and autumn, was taught 
by Miss Lucy Cutter. Miss C., in respect to scholarship, is abundantly 
competent to teach, and has many good qualities of a teacher; but where 
there is NO ORDER in school, but little veal improvement can be expected. 

The winter school was commenced and continued four or five weeks, by 
Miss Anna A. Hosley. ‘This was the first experience of Miss Hosley as. 
a teacher, and in view of the circumstances, the habits of the school, and 
the various obstacies which she had to enconnter, success was too much 
to have been expected. She labored hard, and with resolution and energy 
worthy of better results, but in the fifth week decided to dismiss and 
leave the school. She is an excellent scholar, and in favorable ciccum- 
stances, would succeed as a teacher. 

The Primary department of this school, embracing forty scholars, was 
taught in summer, autumn and winter by Miss Jennie Waterman, who 
has taught the same school, and with excellent success, for six consecutive 
terms before. To manage so large a number of small scholars, and pre- 
serve quietness and good order, requires a tact which few possess, yet 
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Miss Waterman accomplished it admirably, and along with it, secured 
the rapid improvement of her scholars in learning. Her laborious efforts 
and success merit high commendation. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school insummer and autuinn, was taught by Miss Cornelia 
Gibbs. The teacher labored faithfully, and secured the affection of her 
scholars. Though not quite a model school in respect to goverument, it 
appeared very respectably, and made manifest improvement in learn- 
ing. 

The winter school was taught by Miss Lucy C. Washburne, This 
school made good progress, and appeared well at the closing examination. 

Miss Washburne is an excellent scholar and a very successful Teacher. 
We commend her to our Prudential Committees. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Emma J. Smith. It was well 
managed—good order, and good improvement. Miss Smith, with a little 
more of the winning in manner, will be a very sucessful Teacher. 

The winter school] was taught by Miss Laura Waterman. The govern- 
ment of the school was a little defective; still very fair improvement was 
made. Miss W. is well qualified to instruct. That o/d School House must 
prolong its existence till the “better times coming.” 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


No summer schvol. An autumn school of eight weeks, taught by Miss 
Lucy C. Washburne. A profitable school. 

The winter schoo! was taught by Mr. George Fisher, who very success- 
fully taught the same school the previous winter. There was thorough 
instruction, good order and decided progress. The Register reports no 
visits from parents. The mterest and profit of that, as well as some 
other neglected schools, would be much increased by a few such visits. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


There was no summer or autumn school in this district. The winter 
school was commenced by an inexperienced teacher, who soon became 
convinced of his inability to manage the school, and after a few days of 
trial, voluntarily dismissed himself, and departed. | 

After an unfortunate delay the school was recommenced by Mr. James 
D. Arnold, who governed and taught it with entire success ; and we be- 
lieve, the satisfaction of the district. He secured good Order, and good 


progress. 7 
: DISTRICT NO. 7. 

The summer schvol was taught by Miss Lizzie M. Alden. Here is a 
very nice school-room, und the appearance of the school corresponded very | 
well with the room. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Hattie A. Kimball. It is believ- 
ed she gave entire satisfaction to the district. The school was orderly, 
and made very fair improvement. : 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The schools in this district both summer and winter were taught by 
Miss Hattie R. Miller, Both schools appeared quite well, and made man- 
ifest improvement. A little more vivacity and animation, and ability to” 
awaken enthusiasm in the scholars, would make this teacher still more 
successful.

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DISTRICT NO. 9. 

The schools in this district for summer, autumn and winter, were all 
taught by Miss Annie M. Choate, and having proved her, the Prudential 
Committee did well in securing her services through the year. . Miss 
Choate is a thorough scholar and successful teacher. There was very 
commendable progress in tue school, and in some instances the improve- 
ment was quite remarkable. The school was well governed, quiet and 
orderly. 

DISTRICT NO. 10. 

The summer and autumn school was taught by Miss Mary C. Hasel- 
tine. This is a large and important school, numbering forty-five schol- 
ars, many of them very bright and active, and some of them superior 
scholars. As might be supposed from the number and ages, though gen- 
erally well disposed it is not an easy school to govern. And the chief 
defect was a want of order and quiet application to study; too much 
communication. which was not easy to prevent. 

Miss Haseltine labored faithfully, gave therough instruction, and secur- 
ed fair progress. 

Tbe winter school was taught by Mr. Ervin T. Case. This teacher 
devoted himself with unwearying effort to the interests of his school, and 
by judicious management was quite successful in securing order and. 
progress. The improvement of the school was very manifest, and we be- 
lieve satisfaction was given to the district. A portion at least of the 
district is to be commended for the interest manifested in visiting the 


school. 
DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Miss Emma S. Brigham taught the sammer school, and with good suc- 
eess. School appeared well. “Authority and affection were so. combined 
as to secure order and application. The examination furnished evidence 
of progress. : 

The winter school was taught by Mr. W. W. Culver. <A little more 
enthusiasm would be desirable, but in his quiet way, he made the school 
profitable, and we believe gave satisfaction to the district. In this school 
are some very good scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer school was taught by Miss Annie Foster. This was her first 
attempt at teaching, and was tolerably successful; and such as to war- 
rant the hope of im prove mont by experience. * 

The winter term was taught again by Miss Mary KE. Muchmore. To 
her credit, and that of the district also it should be stated that she has 
taught the same school for six terms before. The order and progress of, 
the school was very satisfactory to the Superintending Committee, and 
we presume also to the entire district: though we were sorry more of the 
parents had not witnessed the improvement for themselves. Higher com- 
pensation is earned in this district, than is paid. We commend Miss 
Muchmore to the Prudential Committees of the town. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


The schools of summer, autumn and winter bave all been under the 
instruction of the same teacher, Miss Lucy A. Miller. The schools all 
did finely, and made excellent progress. This school has deservedly 
gained a great amount of credit since we first became acquainted with 
it, and now stands ligh among the schools: of the town. Let it look

well to its reputation in the future, Prudential Committees will do 
well to have an eye to Miss Miller. : 
UNION DISTRICT NO. 14 & 15. 


The Primary school was taught in summer by Miss Sophia Kendrick. 
To manage well thirty little active scholars required much wisdom and 
patience. It was a fine group of children, claiming most careful train- 
ing. Miss Kendrick employed all her skill and not without some good 
results, 

Miss Hattie Simpson taught this department in the winter. This was 
her first attempt, anda very promising one. She led the little ones 
along in the path of learning with a good deal of success. 

The intermediate department in the summer was under the charge of 
Miss Sophronia L.. Chase, who had taught the same school for tour terms 
before. Perhaps this fact is sufficient commendation. The school was 
too large for the greatest profit; but made commendable progress. 

The winter term of this department was taught by Miss Sophia 
Kendrick. ‘The appearance of the school was creditable! to herself and 
her scholars. 

The High School in summer was taught by Miss Olivia M. Blodgett.— 
Miss B. is an experienced teacher, and as testimony in her favor, it 
should be stated, she had taught the same school one term before. She 
had a fine school ; the improvement was very manifest. 

The winter term was under the management of Mr. C. C, Stevens.— 
Mr. 8. has high notions of discipline and . good order in schoo]: rightly re- 
garding it of little use tu attempt to teach, where disorder and confusion 
prevail. So far as our observation extended, these notions were not car- 
ried to excess. It is better to sufier a little from injudicious, or even un- 
just discipline than to interfere with a teacher’s prerogatives and counte- 
nance insubordination. ‘Too rigid discipline is not one of the prevailing 
evils of our time, so much as a laxity of government, and want of whole- 
some discipline. In Mr. Stevens’ school “there was excellent order, and 
very commendable progress. ‘There was a little want of enthusiasm in 
teaching. There are some very promising scholars in this school; and 
some of the fine scholars, we were sorry to miss at our last visit.’ The 
school, we regard as a successful one. 

DISTRICT NO. 16. 

In this district the school, both in summer and winter, was taught by 
Miss Mary O. Hall. It may be sufficient commendation to say she has 
taught the same school successfully, for three or four terms in succession. 
The schoo] was orderly and made very decided improvement. 

The old Scuoot House bears its age remarkably, and now promises to 
maintain its venerable existence, at least, till after the rebellion 1s sup- 
pressed, and peace ana prosperity "established. 

In taking leave of the schools, with which our connection has been so 
pleasant, we take occasion to express our thanks for the kindness and 
courtesy shown in the various districts, and to bespeak for this great, par- 
amoant interest of the town, that earnest attention in the future,’ which 
will elevate the schools to a higher standard, and make them pre-emi- 
nently a blessing to those who shall enjoy them)
